As your health officer, I wish 
to make a personal appeal to all 
citizens of Oakland to think and 
act in such a manner as to pre- 
serve intact the atmosphere of joy

Keep your tree in water in gar- 
age or basement until ready to 
decorate. Don’t try to paint it at 
home. Anchor tree in container of 
water when setting it up in the 
house. Refill the container as nec- 
essary. 

Use certified fire resistant deco- 
rations. Be sure all wiring and 
lights bear the Underwriters La- 
boratories approval seal. Check 
wires carefully. Replace worn light 
sets. Don’t overload circuits. Turn 
off tree lights when leaving home. 

Remove tree from house when 
it shows signs of dryness. Chop 
into small pieces and place in gar- 
bage can. 

To say that toys should be safe 
is perhaps superfluous, but it is 
wise to remember that the safety 
of any toy depends upon the age 
of the child and the uses to which 
the toy may be put. For example, 
marbles are fine for older chil- 
dren, but for infants and toddlers 
they make an extremely hazardous 
gift. 

Darts, guns and sharp-edged toys 
should not be given to children. 

Stuffed animals with glass but- 
ton eyes should never be given to 
infants and toddlers. 

Avoid toys which are too heavy 
for the child, ill-made, unbalanced 
or complicated. Don’t overlook the 
advantages of making toys out of 
such simple materials as orange 
crates, spools, oatmeal boxes and

But let that pass. The important thing at the moment is 
that Governor Knight has received a letter from Secretary of 
Labor Mitchell urging him to ask the Legislature to boost 
maximum unemployment benefits from the present $30 a week 
to the equivalent of ‘‘at least half regular earnings.’ This has 
the backing of the President, too, for last year he and Secre- 
tary Mitchell made this same request of the States. 

Last year there was a tremendous lot of publicity given to 
the fact that Knight asked the Legislature to raise the maxi- 
mum per week from the previous $25 to the current $30. But 
$30 isn't “at least half regular earnings” for a very large pro- 
portion of our unemployed. 

It will be interesting to see what Goody does. He has three 
alternatives: 

1—He can go along with his real allies and supporters, the 
Big Business-Hearst-Los Angeles Times-Jack Neylan crowd, 
and do nothing, simply beating the big bass drum to the song 
that he’s already got a $5 a week raise for the jobless. 

2—He can really make good on his pledges to certain la- 
bor leaders who supported him in the election campaign, and 
make a vigorous fight to push through legislation asked for 
by the very conservative Eisenhower Administration. 

3—He can make an eloquent gesture, without doing any- 
thing further, in the direction of No. 2 alternative, thus ac- 
tually carrying out the No. 1 alternative, softsoaping labor 
and satisfying his Big Business gang. 

That No. 3 horse looks like the one to put the money on. 
You know, the money an unemployed worker has left over 
after he's used up all his benefits. 


Compulsory Open Shop Bill 


It has been pointed out that the anti-labor propagandists 
have won half the battle in advance by labeling their pet bill 
the ‘‘Right-to-Work Bill.” 

The true name for it is THE COMPULSORY OPEN 
SHOP BILL. That is what any labor man knows who has 
looked into it. But we mustn't just know it. We must say it. 
We must call it by its true name. 

AFL Secretary-Treasurer William F. Schnitzler says 
truly: 

“The hidden purpose of the so-called right-to-work laws is to 
deprive workers of the right to work in a union shop and to be 
represented and defended by a strong and effective organization 
of their own choice. Millions of jobless men are on the streets to- 
day, looking for work. Who deprived them of the right to work? 
The same employers who use this slogan with such smug hyp- 
ocrisy, as a weapon for the destruction of unions, put these men 
on the streets.” 


Right to work! Right to scab is what the enemies of labor 
are interested in—and that’s the purpose of their proposals, al- 
ready successful in many State Legislatures. The coming ses- 
sion of our own Legislature must be watched closely for this. 

Let's call a spade, a dagger a dagger. This proposal to kil! 
ithe union shop is, no matter by what name its advocates call 
|it, the Compulsory Open Shop Bill. 


A Slight $32,000,000 Difference 


The, Pacific Gas & Electric Company recently dedicated 
near Pittsburg in Contra Costa county a big steam plant ex- 
pected to produce in excess of 600,000 kilowatts. This plant 
cost $75,000,000. 

Now read the following from the New York Times of 
October 26: 

“The proposed contract between the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and the Dixon-Yates utility group would involve the construc- 
tion of a $107,000,000 steam plant ... The plant would feed 600,000 
kilowatts of electrical energy ...to the TVA system.” 


Note the figures. Both plants are built to produce 600,000 
kilowatts. But the PG&E built its plant for $75,000; and the 
Eisenhower-backed outfit’s plant is to cost $107,000,000. A 
slight difference of $32,000,000! 

And things are supposed to cost more out here than they 
do in Arkansas where the Dixon-Yates plant is to be built. 

But of course the more one hears of the Dixon-Yates deal, 
one of the few things Mr. Eisenhower has showed real deter- 
mination about pushing through, the funnier it seems—and 
the phonier.

In the November 26 issue of East 
Bay Labor Journal it was reported 
that Charles W. Clough, editor of

In the 8th District Democratic 
Miller got a number of votes equiv- 
alent to 78% of the number in the 
district registered as Democrats;

trict registered as Republicans. 

Attention of labor people natur- 
ally centered, when the official 
canvass of the November 2 vote 
was completed last week, on the 
7th Congressional District, as 
was there that labor's candidate 
was defeated. 

Analysis of the 7th District re- 
jturns shows the following: 
| 16th Assembly District: Repub- 
lican Allen got a vote equivalent 
to 82% of the registered Repub- 
licans; Democrat Crook got 57% 
of the Democrats.
